In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicants are required, in reply to this action, to elect 
a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1- 4 and 6-28, drawn to an apparatus for concentrating solutions in a 
vaporizing receptacle, said receptacle having a mouth for the removal of vapor. 

Group II, claims 29 and 32-50, drawn to a method of concentrating a solution. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 1 1 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCX Rule 13.2, because they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features as follows: 

Claim 1, for example, in the Group II invention is directed to a process/method which is 
comprised, of a combination of steps such as: dispensing said solution into a vaporising 
receptacle; maintaining the temperature of said vaporising receptacle and controlling a 
hot-air heater, whereas, claim I in the Group I invention is directed to an apparatus including 
a means for sealing the vaporising receptacle to the apparatus^ not in the Group II 
invention. Any common concept such as : the means and method of supporting said 
vaporising receptacle with the mouth facing upwards; the rotation and pressure means 
and method that may be deemed to link together the two groups is not novel in view of 
Lucas et al(3, 871 , 574). Lucas discloses a standard bottle used as a vaporising 
receptacle with a mouth facing upwardly, which is supported by suitable rotary 
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supporting means; and furtlier discloses a vacuum pump for reducing tlie pressure 
within the bottle. 

Applicants are advised that in reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) 
an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
